Student 
affairs need much more attentioh. I mean 
something beyond just reporting how good

Interest in student government and stu- 
dent activities, other than athletics, is low, 
very low. Specifically, I am suggesting a 
“student affairs” column in the paper that 
would be, within limits, free from censor- 
ship. I mean a column that would present 
the views of the students, exploit contro- 
versial topics, and awaken group interest; 
a column that would explain and publicize 
actions of’ the Student CouncijL, even criti- 
cize: A little controversy would be the best 
thing that ever happened to the student 
body. 

. Such a column could introduce candidates 
for Student Council offices. Maybe this 
would eliminate the usual slate of unopposed 
candidates we are accustomed to having. 
Some- of the Gouneil offices have def-initely- 
become “inherkive’’ rather than elective. It 
Would really be news if St. Joe had a stiffly 
contested student election, or if someone 
voiced opposition to some action of our 
sacred Student Council. 

This column I am suggesting would ac- 
cept student views on topics of group in- 
terest and make them public. The existing 
“I don’t care” attitude won’t contribute 
much to civic life after graduation. 

I look for an -answer from Stuff. Such an 
answer that any existing column or the 
editorials can take care of such needs would 
not be- very acceptable.

rooms and meals.. The remaining sum, ppid 
out by the Student Council, could be ade- 
quately recovered by charging our students 
a nominal fee at the door. 

Using the Mundelein mixer as a criter- 
ion, I would feel safe in saying that a fee 
of about 50 cents would not reduce the at- 
tendance to the point where the girls would 
be alone in th e ha ll. Naturally the fee should 
be charged only in cases where the Student 
Council is unable to cover the cost of a 
mixer. » 

It might be well for the organizers of the 
dances to place themselves mentally in the 
position of the “gripers” when they are 
making plans for these events. One note of 
interest is that a guy feels a little Wary 
about asking a girl to come to a dance a sec- 
ond time when the first one she attended 
showed the work of pure amateurs and a 
complete lack of preparation. That sort of 
thing is enough to drive away even those 
who have been going to the dances in the 
past, Such things as poor lighting, bad 
heating, lack of public address system, hav- 
ing to stand out in the cold, all tend to 
dampen enthusiasm for the next dance. 

More complete preparation may well be 
the deciding factor in regaining the popu- 
larity of student functions. 

It must be realized that it does no good 
whatsoever to rant and rave over the lack 
of student support. Already this year we 
have experienced the futility of griping and 
the success of doing in the reorganization of 
the school band. It was the complete change 
of pace .and the determined efforts of a few 
individuals that made the band the prosper- 
ous organization that it now is. 

That same sort of rejuvenation must take 
place in the organi ze rs of the dances lest 
the decay of support run rampid. It is about 
time they start to use some of the good 
business techniques they are taught in class.

Here, briefly, is- what I consider to be 
the cause for lack of student- support for* 
school dances, and the remedy for that sit- 
uation. ' ... . . „. - . ‘ 

The objections to attending the dances 
center around the financial conditions of 
the students, to be sure, but delving a bit 
further into the subject brings up the fact 
that a good portion of the students are more 
than a bit apprehensive about asking a 
casual acquaintance to take such a modern 
ately long trip. — - 

In the case of freshmen and other new 
students this may be *the first time they 
have had to invite a girl to travel to a 
dance, and to add to their uneasiness^ they 
are also aware of the fact that the girls 
they know from their home towns may 
never have been invited to a function away 
from home. I don’t think the above is too 
inconsistent with the feelings of a great 
number of students, either. 

Even as we, as students, are conditioned 
to good study habits by first being obliged 
to study unttf-^we finally reach the point 
Avhere we have developed the good sense 
to do it on our , own, so do we as social 
beings need to be conditioned, as it were, to 
attending social events until no further 
goading is needed. . : 

One such aid which would improve the 
students’ social abilities would be the con- 
tinuation and expansion of mixers. Give 
the students the opportunity to meet girls 
for whom traveling a great distance is not 
uncommon, for certainly, students would 
feel less timid in inviting one who is corif- 
monly invited to suclr-things than one to 
whom the trip is too long or too inconven- 
ient. 

I realize that there is an expense in ar- 
ranging and staging mixers but I am led 
to believe that most of it is absorbed by the 
girls themselves who pay for their own

With the publication of the official conference statistics over Thanks- 
giving, a final glance at the completed foo.tball season. Twenty-six new 
all-time I.C.C. football records were set during the 1955 campaign, and 
one old mark was tied. 


Three squads establis hed n ine new team marks: St. Joseph’s had the 
least points scored against them (52) and the most rushes from scrim- 
mage (386); Evansville had the most rushing yardade (1661), the most 
TD’s scored by rushing (25), the highest total offense (2031 yds. in 368 
plays) and the most rushing yardage in one garde (491 vs. Butler); and 
Indiana State- had single game reemds- of most passes attempted (40 vs. 
Evansville), most passes completed (18 vs. Evansville) and most pass- 
ing yardage (338 vs. Evansville). . . 

In rewriting the records for individuals, Lutterbach of Evansville, 
Gruber of Indiana State, Thompson of Butler, and Helms of Valparaiso 
all had three each. 

The Pumas placed four men on the All-Opponents Team selected by 
the' football squad of U.I.C., one of the few college teams which still 
vote such tegmS. Chuck Spielman, who scored three touchdowns in the 
Puma victory, Rod Pujo, Ray Kn ight , and George Sherwood won these 
berths as standouts in the 39-12 rout. 

Thanks and congratulations to Coach Jauron for Coach of the Year. 
Loyal Puma backers finally have something to yell about. 

In basketball again, the local harwood aggregation has already shown 
some promise of making this an interesting season yet. Sjfch games as 
the Evansville tilt will keep the squad hustling and the spirit soaring. 
The combination of Fenker, Dattomo, Lewis, Noll, Altstadt, and Banary 
showed great possibilities, as each man played an outstanding game, 
without slacking off in the waning minutes. 

That exciting and, we hope, unique alumni game was quite a crowd 
pleasing exhibition of all sorts of talents. From Don Merki’s sweeping 
underhand pivot shot, with the usual two or three defensemen hanging 
from his forearms, to the now famous “you name it” shot of Chet Pilat,/ 
the home crowd roared in approval in showing a strong support — for 
the alumni. The ex-Puma greats demonstrated a few sparkling tactics 
in the fast break as the varsity sharpened their full co urt press through- 
out the game*.
